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A Backward Proposal 

Disregarding other factors involved, one 
point in the proposal of President Roosevelt 
for self-liquidating loans to agencies of the 
federal, state and local governments should 
be opposed. It is that allowing loans for toll 
roads and toll bridges. 

For long years the trend of road and bridge 
operation has, correctly, been toward freeing 
the motorist from the penalties of road main- 
tenance other than those more than amply 
covered by the myriad taxes imposed on the 
car owner and operator. If the proposal of 
the President is placed into effect, it will mean 
a return to an ancient nuisance. 

If the motorist is to be charged for the use 
of roads and bridges, then that basis should 
be used for all roads and all bridges, and the 
levy be made adequate enough to cover all 
costs. 

At the same time, all other taxes on the 
operation of automobiles should be removed. 

This would, of course, be impractical. Since 
it is impractical, then it is not desirable for 
the government to add to highway use burdens, 
especially so since the national road system 
has been built to a level which, with intelligent 
replacement, should be adequate for all normal 
usage. ' 7 

If approved, the plan of the President would 
lend speed to the trend in this nation toward 
the restriction of free passage between the 
states of persons and of trade. This at a time 
when the entire weight of governmental 
agencies should be directed toward a completely 
opposite goal, 

It is inconceivable that the fight against 
toll roads and bridges, nearly won, should be 
lost by a single ill-advised action. 


Patterns for the Future 
In a recent address, Dr. Milton James 
Ferguson, president of the American Library 
Association, pointed out that the public library 
held the solution of most ef mankind’s prob- 
lems if leaders would only Seck them out. 


“Probably every situatir¢@é which has con- 
fronted this modern age,” he said, “every 
triumph, every crisis, every era of plenty, every 
period of want, has had its duplication in 
history. As time goes on and historians more 
accurately see and record all events touching 
life, our libraries will contain more completely 
the answers to the questions which now so 
hopelessly bedevil our leaders.” 

It has always been one of the weaknesses 
of human nature to feel the then crisis or 
triumph or era of want or time of suffering 
was more trying or a greater achievement or 
more difficult to survive than what has gone 
before. Insufficient thought has been given 
to lessons of the past. Participation in or 
living through events is always more vivid, 
more impressive or likely to be remembered 
than merely reading about them in books. 

The veteran of trench warfare in France is 
inclined to smile indulgently at the word de- 
scription of the horrors at Valley Forge or the 
battles around Richmond. Small affairs, in- 
deed, compared to Argonne or the Marne. And 
the men who charged with Pickett at Gettys- 
burg will always feel that was the supreme 
moment in history. It was as far as they were 
concerned. 

It is in the field of political upheavals, 
however, where probably nothing can happen 
which has not already occurred. The Civil 
War was doubtiess the nation’s greatest crisis. 
But there had already been dozens of civil 
wars. Another crisis came in 1917, another in 
1929, another in 1933. And there were those, 
of course, who claimed each was greater than 
any which had gone before and needed special 
cures. Yet the past has been filled with such 
events. Every situation, as Dr. Ferguson 
pointed out, has had its duplicate in history. 
If men would only study these patterns for 
the future there would be fewer crises and 
those which occurred would be more easily 
solved.

Forbearance 
There is something strikingly familiar to 


America in news reports from London which . 


tell of the Irish parade there on Sunday last. 
Not familiar, perhaps, in the cause for which 
the parade was held, but in the attitude of the 
British police authorities, which protected the 
paraders against counter demonstrators and 
which, in the name of free assembly and free 
Speech, permitted Irish speakers to openly 
threaten renewed violence in England. 

It must be remembered there has been a 
series of bomb outrages in England, culminat- 
ing last Saturday night in four bombings in 
the heart of London’s theater district. Nine- 
teen persons were injured in the explosions. 

These outrages have been charged against 
Irish terrorists. Several members of the so- 
called Irish Republican army have been ar- 
rested. And, on Sunday night, an unidentified 
Speaker, during the course of the parade, 
shouted from the base of the Nelson monu- 
ment a threat of further bombings, together 
with a tacit admission that those already per- 
petrated have been Irish activities. 

Yet, the British police protected that pa- 
rade, listened to the speakers vituperate 
against England and guarded the Irish dem- 
onstrators from the understandable anger of 
onlookers. 

There is a strange similarity in this event 
with the meeting, a few months ago, of the 
German-American Bund at Madison Square 
Garden, in New York. Those un-American 
celebrators, un-American despite their obvious 
display of the Stars and Stripes, were saved 
from attack by the indignant onlookers only 
through the protection of the New York po- 
lice. 

Truly, a democracy dedicated to free speech 
and free assembly pays the price of freedom 
when, in order to uphold its ideals, it has to 
extend those rights to enemies within its own 
gates and, in addition, protect those enemies 


from the resultant fury of its own loyal citi-— 


zens. 


Swinging Too Far 

In the years of our forefathers, work was 
considered the ultimate aim in the age-old 
problem of existence. As indeed it was in an 
era without the conveniences that industry and 
science have now produced. 

Today, work is generally regarded as a 
means to an end rather than the end itself. 
More and more has leisure time been intruded 
upon the consciousness of the people, until it 
has become almost a creed that the hours of 
labor must be reduced to permit greater and 
greater use of leisure periods. Rare is the 
workman today who finds pleasure, as did his 
forefathers, in the expression of his craft 
through work. The expression of craft, rather, 
is found in the medium of hobbies, whether 
of stamp-collecting, of model making, of gar- 
dening, etc., etc. 

As with most good things, however, the na- 
tion is today finding this tendency toward the 
lessened period of work and the lengthened 
period of play can swing so far from its basic 
reason for being as to endanger the structure 
which made it possible. 

For while science and industry have been 
able to so combine their talents they have pro- 
vided an added value to goods and thus enabled 
the reduction in the working hours of the 
laborer, the theory has grown that the hours 
of work can be lessened and wages increased 
by pressure or decree to provide still greater 
leisure and employment. The school which 
holds to this theory does not take into consid- 
eration this fact or of added value without 
which the trend cannot be maintained. Yet the 
workings of this element can be distinctly seen 
in the operation of the wages and hours act, de- 
signed as it was to provide for greater em- 
ployment at higher wages. 

To say that it has failed is to express the 
situation mildly. It is well to put a true ceiling 
over hours. It is well to put a legitimate floor 
under wages. It is well that certain abuses of 
labor be eliminated forever. But to force hours 
and wages beyond known economic barriers is 
to threaten the structure which enables the 
slow process of reduction that had been in 
operation long years before the advent of gov- 
ernmental controls. 

Ceilings over hours and floors under wages 
are a matter for state regulation and indi- 
vidual or collective bargaining rather than the 
administrative fiat of the federal government. 

A sand blaster in the west advertises that 
he “launders” high buildings.

well-heeled businessman who is

study the career of Edward J. Nople, the life-saver magnate who 
is now undersecretary of commerce. He is the only man of his type 
who has ever discovered the secret of how to be happy, though in 


’ the Roosevelt administration. 


Tame capitalists, to be sure, are a fairly familiar feature of the 
New Deal scene. Men like Joseph P. Kennedy and John W. Hanes 
come to Washington bubbling over with enthusiasm, convinced that 
the President and his followers will be glad to learn the doctrine 
of moderation toward business. They leave, bruised and vitupera- 
tive, as Kennedy did. Or they stay on, as Hanes is doing in the 
undersecretaryship of the Treasury, because, although their efforts 
to influence general policy have come to nought, they have found 
a job they think it their duty to do. Even so, they do not sing in 
their bathtubs or give other signs of joy and peace of mind. 

Their trouble, of course, is that they do try to influence general 
policy. They attempt to make the President travel a road he dis- 
likes, with the result that he tosses them, smiling amiably, to his 
occasionally sadistic henchmen. Noble’s secret is that he has never 
worried about budget-balancing, or the habits of the labor rela- 
tions board, or any other problem out of the immediate purview of 
his own office. And thus he is not only happy, but also the inti- 
mate crony of Harry L. Hopkins, Thomas C. Corcoran and all the 
others who are most brutal to less fortunate tame capitalists. 


GENUS, “AMERICAN EXECUTIVE” You could not find a 

decenter or more pub- 
lic-spireted man than John Hanes, and he was completely right, in 
his situation, to make the effort he has made. Yet it is also a good 
thing to have a few fellows like Noble around. He simply brings 
to the administration side of the New Deal the best that American 
business experience can produce. 

In spite of his friendship with the somewhat rarefied intellects 
of the administration, he remains a pre-eminently typical business- 
man. His neat, well-tailored appearance; his amiable manner, with 
a distinct trace of the salesman in it; his emphasis on “service”

practical good sense—all these are traits which, added together, 
form a portrait of the genus, “American Executive.” His history, 
too, is appropriate, being the old story of the home-town boy mak- 
ing good.

SECRET OF SUCCESS The problems presented by his com- 


pany’s return to his control were what 
first brought him to Washington. He ran into the New Dealers, and 
they liked him, thinking him unassuming, sensible and easy to get 
on with. He has always been a tremendous aviation enthusiast, 
dashing about the country in a big private plane, and thus, when the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority was set up, he was thought of and asked 
to be chairman. He put the authority on a good working basis, and 


moved on to his present position, in which, due to the poor health 


of Hopkins, he has most of the responsibility for manging a very 
large government department. 

He lives extremely comfortably, with large houses in Washing- 
ton, Greenwich, Conn., and the Thousand Islands, although he claims 
to be so saving still that he “reads restaurant menus from the right- 
hand side and can’t bear to pay 60 cents for green peas, even at the 
best places in New York.” He spends a good deal of time and money 
on the kind of philanthropy which can be personally supervised, 
and is particularly interested in a small college in New York state. 
One of his hobbies is financing promising but needy students, but he 
is given to worrying about youth, saying that young people are “too 
sure that the world owes them a living.”

and away to New England, Tha 
parkway follows a line generally 
parallel to the old Boston post 
road, which shoves _ straight 
through an almost continuous 
chain of industrial cities, suburbs 
and towns and is always heavily 
cluttered with motorized boxcars 
hauling freight. The parkway is 
a speed road with a limit of 50 


miles an hour, policed by state 
cops wha usually will stand for 
55, whereas the post road is a 
terrible drag with traffic lights 
glaring all the way and with 
speed limits as low as 20. It is 
also infested with the local police 
of many municipalities, who 
sometimes, if they are not feeling 
just right or the town kitty needs 
a little boodle, make life hell for 
truckers and tourists, 

The 10-cent toll entitles you to 
a 2l-mile drive on the Merritt 
parkway. but the Connecticut leg- 
islature purposely left the side 
entrances unprotected so that 
anyone who wants to detour a 
few miles can skip the toll house 
and save the dime. The legislature 
figured that the saving of a dime 
wouldn’t be worth the bother and 
the waste of time or the torture 
of the Post road.

MISS LUCINDA HARDAGE The wages and hours hearing for 
the textile industry will have to 


And, anyway, 
I wanted to write about one of the grandest ladies in Georgia, Miss 
Lucinda Hardage. 


I met Miss Lucinda last Sunday. It was a meeting long antici- 
pated. On just about this day, 75 years ago, General Joe Johnston ° 
sent some officers to help Miss Lucinda and her family move out of” 
their house just at the foot of Kennesaw mountain. The shells were®*- 
falling in the garden and front yard and they didn’t want Miss 
Lucinda to be hurt. a 


She left and when the battle was done, came back. She lives in 
the same house. Miss Lucinda is over 90 years of age. I didn’t 
ask her age because I learned long ago not to ask ladies that ques- - 
tion. She was a young girl of 16 or thereabouts when the battle was 
fought 75 years ago. 


When the car arrived, bringing Miss Lucinda to the dedication 
ceremonies at Kennesaw, one of the newspapermen took me over 
and made the presentation. She looked very bright and had a nice 
smile and talked as easily as if she still were 16. I mentioned that 
I’d like to have a picture but didn’t imagine she’d care to leave 
the car. 

“Why, I'll get right out,” she said. And get out she did, without 
any assistance. She sat on the platform all through the program 
which was not a short one. And when it was done she attended the 
flag raising and helped pull on a halyard. A very remarkable young 
lady and one whom Georgia ought to prize. She is such a vital 
person and a link with the past worth knowing. 


SHE KNEW THE GENERALS During the program I kept 
turning my head and taking 


another look at Miss Lucinda. She knew General Joe Johnston 
well. He and General Polk were at her house almost every day, it’ 
serving at the time as General Polk’s headquarters. She remembers 
how they appeared; how their uniforms looked; what their voices 
sounded like. ? 

The Stars and Bars have been furled for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury. The great generals have all answered the last call. Joe 
Johnston, one of the really great generals who achieved one of the 
great military deeds when he restored the army after incompetent, 
stubborn Braxton Bragg had all but destroyed it, is a legendary 
figure. The Battle of Kennesaw Mountain seems almost a part of 
another life. We go now to the Cyclorama to see a painting. We 
read “Gone With the Wind” for a thrilling picture of those days. 
We read histories and go to look at the old battlefields and try to 
picture them as they were. 

Yet here on Sunday was a gallant little woman who had seen 
them in life; who knew them well. She had heard the moans com- 
ing from the ambulances as they jolted over the rough roads. She 
had seen the marching men, the fighting men. She had seen the 
flight of the civilian population. And there she was, seated beneath: 
an American flag, listening to dedicatory speeches about a battle she 
had seen. 

It was all quite exciting, and somehow, rather tremendous. In 
front of the platform were three men who, as boys, had seen the 
soldiers and heard the guns. Chase Worley heard the guns away 
up at his old home 10 miles from Canton. He is just 85 and lives 
in the house in which he was born. . 

“I saw some Yankees,” he said, chuckling, “and I learned not 
to like ’em much.” 

There were J. T. Manry and Lee McCleskey. The former was. 
at Liberty Hall and heard the cannons at Atlanta. He knew Joel 
Chandler Harris—Joe Harris—and roomed with him at Forsyth. 
McCleskey was a boy of 10 and was a part of the hurried and tragic 
exodus from Marietta when Sherman was on the march there, 

But Miss Lucinda was the big story of the day. 


THE MEN IN BLUE And so, there we were, on a part of the 
battle ground. Men had died there. It 
was a pleasant day. There were children about. There were 
flowers and near by a peaceful field of corn. i 
The Federal assault, five great columns, each 100 men wide, 
must have been a great show. I talked once with an old man who 
had seen Pickett’s charge at Gettysburg. . He told of seeing the men 
coming in a wave across the valley, making a picture men never 
forgot. The charge at Kennesw must have been as majestic. 

The War Between the States was lost in Tennessee and Georgia. 
It was lost as incompetent Bragg and stubborn Jefferson Davis 
guessed and fumbled opportunities. The battle at Kennesaw, which 
was just one episode in almost 100 days of continual fighting, was 
the beginning of the end. After Joe Johnston was outflanked there 
every tragic road led indeed to Appomattox. 

You may go there now and see the most perfect remains of 
fortifications left from that war. There are gun emplacements 
which need no more than 30 minutes of work to be ready once 
more. You may see the line which the thin-stretched force of 
southern soldiers held with a gallantry matching that of the charge. 

And it somehow fires the imagination to be able to talk with a 
gallant woman who saw the show and whose house, in the shadow 
of the mountain, is the one she occupied as a girl 75 years ago. 


When the Master Cracks His 
Whip, Only Free Men Ignore Him 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


After the World War, there was a period of several years when 
Hitler lived among the jobless in Vienna. Americans would have 
called him a bum. He got odd jobs as a porter and roustabout; slept 
in a flophouse; got most of his meals at a charity soup kitchen. The 
charity was provided by a rich Jew. 

That experience, in itself, was not disgraceful. Many of the 
world’s great once shared the lot of the outcast and the hungry. 

But the humiliation, envy and bitter resentment that Hitler 
felt during that period probably accounts for the greater part of 
his hatred of Jews. The rest is shrewd international politics. 

Has it affected America? 

We see in the public prints ever-increasing discussion of the 
“anti-Semitism” in America. Few of us see any evidence of it in 
our daily experiences. It is always in some other town. But, as 
Hitler says in his book, any statement repeated often enough is 
accepted as truth. 

Assuming that it is true—that feeling against the Jews is wide- 
spread and violent—how do you explain it? 

Only a few centuries ago, when communication was slow and 
travelers few, every stranger in a strange costume was feared and 
pee hated. Some of that primitive provincialism remains in 
all men. 

And because the Jews are different, and practice a different re- 
ligion, and do not lose their racial identity by absorption, and for 
less definite reasons, there has always been some passive feeling 
against them. For that matter, there has been the same feeling 
against every racial group until its distinctive characteristics dis- 
appeared in the second generation. 

Yet Jews have been here since America’s beginning, and toler- 
ance or indifference has permitted them to live in peace. They 
have prospered without hindrance or discrimination. They have 
held high offices. Occasional efforts to persecute them have been 
rebuked by public opinion. : 

What, then, has changed us? Have the Jews done anything un- 
usual within the last five years? Have they given any new offense? 
Has anything occurred here in America to justify or prompt in- 
creased dislike of Jews? 

Nothing has happened. If we have developed anti-Semitism, 
we are playing Hitler’s game. He is using us. We bark because he 
said: “Sic’ em.” We, a proud, free, independent people, are de- 
serting our long-tried principles because he willed it. If that is the 
explanation, we have stooped to the ultimate shame.

Born in Tattnall county, January | 
15, 1855, eledst son of John B.

he attended school at Excelsior, 
Bulloch county, and at the age of | 
15 was converted under  the' 
preaching of Rev. W. L. Geiger. | 
Entering the Southern Baptist | 
Theological Seminary, he. pre- 
pared himself for the ministry to. 
which he had felt the definite 
call of God. | 

Upon his return from the semi- | 
‘mary, he served as pastor at Ex- 
| celsior, Perry,: Eastman, Cordele | 
and McRae. In 1905 he founded | 
the Union Baptist Institute at Mt. | 
Vernon. In 1912 the name of the. 
school was changed to Brewton-. 
Parker Institute, C. B. Parker! 
having joined Dr. Brewton in sub- 
stantial gifts of money and un- 
failing co-operation in establish-| 
ing this school for the boys and | 
girls of southeast Georgia. | 

After definitely establishing the 
school, Dr. Brewton retired from 
the presidency and served 
churches in that area, including 
‘Mt. Vernon,: Ailey, Reidsville, 
Glennville, and Vidalia. His heart 
‘was always fixed on the develop- 
/ment of the school as an agency 
of the Kingdom of God, and to 
the end of his days he gave the 
institution his closest and best 
thought. ° 

In Vidalia, where Dr. Brewton 
spent the latter years of his life, 
ihe served as pastor of the First 
Baptist church for a number of 
years and later organized the 
Tabernacle Baptist church, which 
he served as pastor until a year 
ago. He was active to the end of 
his life, having delivered the grad- 
uating address at the school a 
' week before his death, and preach- 
jing twice on the day before his 
death. On the Monday of his 
death, he presided at the meeting 
of the Southeast Baptist Minis- 
ters Conference at Glenwood. That 
evening as he retired, he remarked

Submitted to Voters. |

Association asked J. P. Allen to 
call a meeting of all interests 
opposed to the amendment. This 
was done with the commissioners’ 
association bearing the expense. 
The reason Mr, Allen was asked 
to call that meeting was because 
he happened to be chairman of 
the legislative committee of the 
Georgia Mercantile Association, 
which for years has fought vig- 
orously, in the interest of the peo- 
ple, the adoption of a sales tax in 
Georgia. 

The theme of that meeting was 
that a vote for the amendment 
was a vote for the sales tax—a 
vote against the amendment was 
a vote against the sales tax.

MISTAKEN IMPRESSION. | 


If this corner left an impression recently that umpires are, 


not subject to disciplinary methods, it is to be regretted. Some- 
thing was said to the effect that their word is law. 
At any rate, the following letter from President 
Trammell Scott is self-explanatory : 


“Dear Jack: 

“In your column of this date (June 26) you (unthought- 
fully | am sure) left the impression with your readers that base- 
ball umpires are not subject to anv disciplinary measures at all. 
Knowing that it is your policy and the policy of your paper to 
be fair at all times, | would like for vou to correct this false 
impression, so that the umpires may not be subjected to any 
more criticism than is ordinarily theirs. 

“The constitution of the Southern Association pro- 
vides as follows: 

‘“*The president shall have full authority to fine, 
suspend, discipline or discharge any umpire in his own 
discretion.’ 

“It is the desire of the writer to give the Southern Associa- 
tion the best possible umpiring and I welcome and solicit any 
constructive criticism of an umpire’s work or of the work of 
the whole umpire staff. I also welcome true charges by man- 
agers, players or sports writers when they are based upon facts 
and not upon bias opinions and suppositions. When a manager, 
plaver or sports writer has a complaint to make against an um- 
pire J} will be glad to hear both sides and take the necessary 
steps to bring about a correction.

June 27.—(Tuesday)—Count Cos- | 


tanzo Ciano, president of the Fas- 
cist chamber and father of Foreign 
Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
died at midnight, it was announc- 
ed today. He was 63 years old. 

Costanzo Ciano, sailor, politician 
and practical joker, owed his fame 
to more things than the marriage | 
of his son, Galaezzo, to Mussolini’s | 
daughter, Edda. 

He was celebrated as a daring 
naval officer before Fascism came 
into power. Leaving thé sea he 
became Benito Mussolini’s right- 
hand man, serving in many im- 
portant posts. 

At one time he fraquently was 
mentioned as a possible successor 
to Mussolini in event the dictator 
died before the regime prepared 
other and younger candidates. In 
recent years his fame had been 
somewhat eclipsed by his_ son, 
Galeazzo, who rose quickly in the 
ranks of Fascism after his mar- 
—_ to Mussolini’s eldest daugh- 
er. 

Costanzo Ciano was born on the 
seacoast at Leghorn on August 30, 
1876. Like other members of his 
family, he went to sea. At 15 he 
was admitted to the Naval Acad- 
emy of Leghorn and was graduat- 
ed five years later as a marine 
guard. 

He served in various capacities 
in the royal navy without any ex- 
citement until the Italo-Turk war 
of 1911 in which he demonstrated 
unusual bravery and seamanship. 
At the outbreak of the World War 
he was in command of a torpedo 
destroyer and later a squadron of 
Mas torpedo boats, the fastest in 
the Italian navy. 

Ciano left the navy at the end 
of the war with the rank of vice 
admiral, to busy himself with 
merchant marine and _ political 
problems. Elected a deputy in 1921 
he was one of the first Italians to 
join the Fascist government un- 
der the leadership of Mussolini. 

In recognition for his untiring 
development of Italian communi- 
cations and faithful service to 
Mussolini, he was elected presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies in 
1933. He also became a member of 
the Fascist grand council, the 
highest advisory body in the coun- 
try. In 1939 he was appointed 
president of the Italian chamber 
of Fasces and Guilds.
